It is. entirely' understandable that we have experienced a 
. growing outcry for some fonn of public religious expres- 
sion. There is a genuine hunger for religious expression 
among a large segment of the American public. 

Regre^ly, poiiti^ leaders have exploited this longing ' 
by seizing a|1963 Supreme Coun ruling outlawing 

prayer in schools, treating it for political purposes as a ■ 
symbol of what went wrong with American liberalism. 

It could be argued that thpre Is one valid rc^n why 
the American public lon^ to express itself in more open 
religious terms. The official American culture has 
b«rome increasingly more secular and less religious, 

. The call for official school prayer is politically driven, 
a cynical cxploUpdfinTrf^he American public that , ' 
implies emn^^o-minutb pieties will make up for the 
absence oF^Iue in the rc^t of our culture. It is not only 
ineffecuVe; it diverts the public from its own authentic 
longingTor faith.' 

Jews, Guistians and Muslims survived repression 
under Communism, where atheism was the official reli* 
pifm. To mnin tnin faith in a supreme power was to give

up hope ofcarccrsucccss. Still, believers persisted in - 
surreptitiously practicing their faith. 

Give religion official approval, and the Sabbath begins 
to look-likc George Washington's birthday. But repress • 
rcligfon.'and the community's faith comes into focus. 

— So let us by all means avoid any constitutional ' ' 

amendment Uial would make prayer a sanctioned daily 
occurrence in our public schools. Such an official prayer 
would merely siphon off genuine religious expressions. 

A moment of pious formality in the classroom would 
have the same impact on the student as prayers before 
football games now have on high school players, a ritual 
without significance that connects with nothing that is . 
real. 

Religion related to the schools has been demonstrated 
to be meaningful, however, when students meet in 
groups voluntarily in Bible study or prayer sessions. It is 
now constitutionally pcnnissible for public schools to 
allow volunteer student groups to ossembte and discass 
their faith, along with other, secular volunteer groups. 

In.thesc spontaneous and voluntary groups^ students 
sctf'Select companions who take faith seriously and they 
reach out across ecumenical lines to shore tliose beliefs. 
Nonb 6 lieving students are not thereby embarrassed at 
liaving to share within a classroom kiting any expres* 
sion of religion that would have no meaning for liicm. 

Meanwhile, the believer con find strength in a God 
that is received voluntarily.

Huertas trafficked in drugs, Roark said. 

“Ed spent time, money, did all kinds of 
favors for the Huerta family,” Roark said. 
“The only thing he got out of it was his' 
name in the indictment.” 

Thompson met his future bride in 1987, 
through Jacqueline Huerta, who was an 
employee at bis grocery store and the wife 
of one of the Huerta brothers, Roark said. 

Later, .Thompson and Gregorio Huefta 
held a “traditional Mexican wedding cere- 


mony" and began a “quasi-married relation- 
ship”; Thompson bought a house in Mexico' 
for her, adopted her two young children, 
and spent half of the year for the past sever- 
al years with her in Mexico, Roark said. 

“They called him ‘father.’ He supported 
them even while under indictment,” Roark 
said. 

Thompson didn't feel it was his right to 
try to stop his new in-laws from their busi- 
ness - the Huertas were from San Ignacio.

Those some princi- 
ples ore proving successful in Dcclo 
schools, he sold. 


.Wendy Steadman, Dcclo High 
1 Ith-gm^r, said that she likes get- ' 
ting things for doing well in school, 
and because of Renaissance she and 
her friends try harder to gel good 
grades. 

Dcclo High was the first school in 
— Idaho .io-implement-the.program~ 
when it was first introduced in 
January, 1991. Lost school term, out 
orDeclo’s 504 students. 206 applied 
—lo the Renaissance program. 

Students who are eligible must 
' apply for the pro^m each semester. 

Nikki Hunsaker, 11th grader at 
Dcclo High, said that the program 
helps students set goals and take 
pride in their work. Renaissance 
makes students feel like someone 
cares, and that means a lot to stu- 
dents who don’t get much. positive 
reinforcement from home, she said. 

The program isn’t set up just for 
the smartest students; it also rewards 
those who have considerably 
improved their academic standing. 

Studena who receive Renaissance 
cards get classroom inccniiycs_such_ 
os being able lo miss a daily ossiu- 
mcijt or retake a test. Card holders 
are also offered discounts and 


coupons from participating business- 
es. 

Dcclo High is no longer the only 
Idaho school' involved. All high 
-schools in Cassia County, two junior 
highs in Rupert . and Dcclo 
Elementary now participate. 

— Intcrcsl-was so great that thc-Snake— 
•River Coalition was formed. The 
coalition helps community business- 
'es and schools work toward a com- 
mon goal - excellence in academics. 

The coalition also helped the pro- 
gram, Dcclo high school teacher 
Linda Matthews said. Before the 
coalition was formed, some business- 
es contribuicd-diffcrcntly-to each— 
school, As a result, those businesses 
weren't always sure how to reward 


students. The coalition has standard- 
ized the program so that each school 
receives the same rewards. 

Debbie Maisen, Dcclo' sixth-grade 
teacher, said that the program is set 
up a little difTcrenlly for participating 
5ih and 6th graders. The younger stu- 
-dcnts-get-rcwordsilmt-^arc-rcdcemed- 
at school such as extra recess time. ' 
early dismissal for lunch, and daily 
assignment or exam retakes. 

Elementary card holders also 
receive privileges at the school 
Renaissance store. Matsen said that

Despite the hue and cry over family values — 
much of it by politicians such as Ronald Reagan and 
Newt Gingrich who have been divorced themselves 
and whose family lives have been full of turmoil — 


fewer people are miuiylng, and an increasing number 
of people ore living together out of wedlock and hav- 
ing children without b^fit ofmarriage. 

Even so, there has been change on one front: Na- 
tionwide divorce has declined, there is increasing 
evidence that people are thinking differently about 
marriage and r^ut divorce, porticuloriy its effect on 
childr^ ' 

No social scientist secs reason to expect a holt to 
- the divorce revolution that began in the 1 960^ result- 
' ing in the forecast that half of all people getting nur- 
Hm in 1995 will be divorced by 2005. 

Yet as Andrew CHieilin, professor of public policy 
at Johns Hopkins Universi^, st^ "We may finally 
start dealing with solutions to mminuze the effects of 
• divorce. - - 

“While the evidence doesn’t support the zealots 
who say divorce is torible for all children," he added, 


“i do think there is a ^eater appreciation of how difll- 
cult divorce is and how hard it is for some children.” 

Liberal no-foult divorce laws, the economic inde- 
pendence of women, ond the drastically i^uccd in- 
fluence of the church arc some of the main reasons di- 
vorce will continue to erode marriage, experts say. 

Meanwhile, a slowdown in the sexual revolution 
has meant that people arc trading partners with less 
frequency and ore living more monogamously with 
one pait^, even if it is not an official marriage. But 
those rclatiohships tend to break up more frequently 
than wedded ones, creating more children whose par- - 
ents ddnof live together. 

“Over time, mairuge has shifted from being a so- 
cial institudon," said David Popenoe, professor of so- 
ciology at Rutgers University. “It has become little 
more than a notarized date, a relationship that is com- 
pletely non-binding.

“One time when he 
was little, he got a toy gun in a 
birthday party as a favor, and 1 let 
him run around with it for a while. 

I eventually took it away. He was 
“ getting' very aggressive.”' 

The debate about whether to 
allow children to play with toy guns 
seems to affect toy sales only slight- 

ly- 

Sylvia Rimm, a child psycholo- 
gist at Case Western Reserve 
University in Cleveland and a fre- 
quent contributor to the “Today" 
show, says parents seem to compro- 
mise. They'll say no to a plastic 
machine gun, but give grudging 
approval to a squirt gun. “Parents 
have realized that even if you don’t 
allow little boys to have toy guns, 
they will make them with their fin- 
gers,” Rimm says. 

Banning toy guns is a .decision 
ladeti with irony for most parents 
who, like Kamerow, played cops 
and robbers, cowboys and Indians 
with siblings and friends. Yet vlo 
tence, played to the hilt on IV, has 
changed their opinion about 'what is 
child’s play. 

Most child development experts 
oppose buying warlike toys forchil 
'dien. The y cite national statistics = 
oiTAmcrican child is killed by gun 
‘fire every two hours. 

The rationalization used in the 

S osi that toy guns help a child vent 
is aggression isn’t true, says 
Malcolm Watson, a psychologist 
' at Brandeis University in 
Waltham, Mass. He studied 
preschool kids and found that 
those who owned toy guns at 
home showed more real aggres 
-^ion-and^lcss-pretend-aggression 

than th6sc_withoutJoy guns. 

Still, another leading researcher 
on toys and aggression in children, 
Diane Levin,, a professor of educa- 
tion at Whcclock College in Boston, 
says parents arc foolish if they think 
banning war toys from their homes 
is enough to stem the increase in 
violence. 

“Our culture is saturated with 
these ima ges.” she says. “Parents 
usually, donlt-have-thc.option of 
banning them completely, not for 
long at least They should be just as 
pw^ of what is going on with chil 
dreft’s TV shows.” 

So what’s a parent to do? 

If you feci strongly about not 
having your children play with toy 
■ ‘guns“and other'war toys; sticlrto 

your decision. Explain why you feel 
~lhi8'wayrbufalso makcsurc-that 
— you-monitor-their-exposure- to other- 
media — primarily TV and video 
gomes. 

If you do allow plastic guns at 
home, talk t o your child ab out the 
difference bctwcoi real and'lanta^ ’ 
violence. Take advantage of this 
•*1eachablc moment” to discuss con 
structive ways of channeling frits 
tration and anger. 


“You might want to say, 'This is 
how you ore playing now,"as a way 
of letting off steam,'” Kaufman 
8uggc;st8. “But make sure to add 
that this isn’t the way you want 
them to.grow up,, that it’s not for ^ 
real life.”

The feeling that deafness is a difference, not a dis- 
ability. is shared by many. Said Hadan Lane, a linguist 
and psychologist at Northeastern University; “It's very 
difficult for hearing people to understand, but being 
deaf is legitimate.” He opposes the new hearing de- 
vices for children bom de^. He points out that, even 
with the technical advances, the distinctive tones of 
deaf speech can immediately be discerned by hearing 
people; that deaf people often have to ask for messages 
to be repeated; and that they frequently are unsuc- 
cessftil in their attempts to spe^ in a hearing world. 

But Jane Madell. on audiologist at Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital in Brooklyn, N.Y., said: “The deaf want

The Multichannel Auditory Brain- 
stem Implant. The Cochlear Corp^. 
which makes the cochlear implant, now 
has permission horn the FDA to test an- 
implant that skips the ear altogether. 
This device can help people whose'au;. 
ditoty nerve has been sevo^ to remove 
a tumor. The implant uses electrodes 
placed in the auditory region of the Ixain- 
stem, wiuch transmit sound Information 
to the brain to be interpreted. The proc- 
ess happens almost instantaneously. 

High-powered hearing aids. There 
is evidence that eariy expMure.to sound 
and to spwh, even forjiist a few days 
after birth, improves the deaf child's 
chances of developing good speech pat- 
terns with the later use of technology. 

Some new hearing aids employ FM . 
radio waves to transmit sound firom the 
mouth of'o lecturer all the way across , 
on auditorium to the ear of a wetw 
who is hard of hearing. One tiny aid the 
size of a small snail leans against the 
eardrum to produce high-quality sound 
reception. Another device creates clear 
sounds by accommodating the patient's 
particular hearing patteni. If. fo r ex- 
ample, the patient cannot hear high- 
pitched voices, the instrument auto- 
matically boosts the loudness of those 
weak fr^uencles as they enter the ear. 

Molly Lubin, 10, was bom deaf. At 
5 weeks, she was fitted with hearing 
aids to boost what hearing she had. A 
teacher helped her become aware of 
sounds. Today, with the hearing aids, 
Molly can make phone colls. She reads 
Jips=sbuLshe„also_can_understand_ 
speech without lipreading. Molly had 
the leading role in her class play last 
year. So natural was her voice that oth- 
er parents did not know she was deaf. 

“Some hard-of-hearing people con- 
demn us for bringing Molly up orally,” 
said her mother. "But why wouldn’t you 
want yotir child to be oral if she could?' 

As for the profoundly deaf, they take 
pride in a nonhearing community and. 
culture. But new hearing research and 
■technicaladvanccs-wiU-enoblejnany- 
more individuals to make deafness 
clearly a condition of choice. U
